H E seriou sness of the “sleeping 
sickness” 
epidemic 
in 
St. 
Lou is is evidenced b y the presence 
there of Dr. H u gh S. Gu mming, 
su rgeon general 
of 
the 
U nited 
S tates pu b lic health service. 
Sev­ 
eral m em b ers of the pu b lic health 
service staff already had b een a s ­ 
signed to du ty in St. Lou is. 
Dr. 
C u rnm ing, soon after his arrival, 
su m m oned two other memb ers. 
N e a rly 50 lives have b een taken 
in the epidemic which hag persisted 
lor several w eeks despite the ef­ 
forts of som e 
of 
the 
cou ntry's 
m ost ab le physicians to check it. 
A few cases of the b affling disease 
has appeared in adjoining states, 
b u t there has b een no rapid spread 
b eyond St. Lou is. 
N either its cau se nor how' it is 
spread has b een discovered.

the cau se is determ ined and removed, 
relief is ob tained. 


virtu es of patent medicines and other 
nostru ms that are recommended for 
the relief of neu ralgic pain. 
Relief 
may b e ob tained b u t may I assu re 
you that it is only of a temporary 
natu re. 
Bear in mind that perma­ 
nent relief can only b e ob tained b y 
complete removal of all centers of 
infection. 


Sea t o f Infectio n 
Sometimes localized infection can 
l>e determined only b y carefu l X-ray 
examination of the teeth, sinu ses and 
other su spected organs of the b ody. 
In other instances it may b e neces­ 
sary to have b lood tests and other 
lab oratory tests to determine whether 
infection is the root of the disorder. 
Regardless of the trou b le and ex­ 
pense the relief Is well worth the 
effort. 
If you are a su fferer from neu ­ 
ralgia 1 wou ld advise that you con­ 
su lt with you r physician. 
He will 
give you a thorou gh physical exam­ 
ination and endeavor to determine 
the sou rce of Infection. If necessary, 
he will recommend the X-ray pic­ 
tu res and other tests that will help 
determine the exact cau se and aid 
in its removal. 
Do not neglect this 
disorder.

norance in most cases,

HE seriousness of the "sleeping 


sickness" 
epidemic in 
St. 


Louis is evidenced by the presence 
there of Dr. Hugh S. Cununing, 
surgeon general 
of 
the 
United 


States public health service. Sev- 
eral members of the public health 
service staff already had been as- 
Signed to duty in St. Louis. 
Dr. 


Gumming, soon after his arrival, 
summoned two other me.nbers. 


JNearly £>0 lives have been taken 


in^the epidemic which has persisted 
I'oi: several weeks despite the ef- 
forts of some of 
the country's 


most able physicians to check it. 
A few cases of the baffling disease 
has appeared in adjoining states, 
but there has been no rapid spread 
beyond St. Louis. 


Neither its cause nor how it is 


spread has been discovered. Both 
lines of> investigation are claiming 
the attention of trained scientists. 
Success of either would provide a 
base from 
which 
to attack the 


epidemic and perhaps the disease 
itself. 


The physicians engaged in the 


fight are striking in the dark. Al- 
though the disease has been long 
studied here and in Europe, little 
of value is known about it. 
The 


St. Louis outbreak is said to bo the 
most serious over- experienced in 
this country. 


The fight will be watched with 


anxious interest by the entire na- 
tion.
